Tom gfaid, “I think that a
good playwright should be able
to take the smallest incident,
and make it look important,, A
playwright must ‘be able to
look at things, not as a mere
observer, but* with the same
feeling as the person to whom
it happened. Then he must
make that incident come alive
for the audience, so that they
feel the same sense of impor-
tance.”
